The Elemental Weapons: 
The Water Cup

Next in order on The Magjician’s working table is the Water Cup. The Cup 
is an instrument of receptivity and thus, of a passive nature. In the Grade 
of 3=8, your Elemental Weapon is the Water Cup, and it’s magic is open for 
you to explore. 


In the Tarot, the suit of Cups corresponds to the 
Elemental Cup. In addition, the Cup is attributed to the 
first Heh in YHVH, and all that implies. Water is an 
element that assumes the shape of the container it is 
found in, and it’s fluidity is it’s strength. Water can be 
still or flowing, stagnant or raging. It’s many potencies 
serve the Universe very well in innumerable ways. The 
Water Cup corresponds to the plane of Briah, the plane of 
possibility. 


Your work with the Water Cup in the Grade of Practicus 
will tie in nicely with your 3=8 meditations and ritual 
practices. You will find new understanding in your 
gradework and in the significance of the grade itself through your 
exploration of, and your construction of, the Cup. You will likely become 
personally knowledgeable of the Element of Water and it’s place in your 
individuality, your Microcosm. You can then make correspondences to 
Water’s place and function in the Macrocosm, which will further your 
understanding of the workings of the Universe, and the necessity of the 
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elements. In the 3=8 Grade you are to create a Water Cup for your 
personal use. 


Your Water Cup is used for operations of Water, however, in this Grade, as 
in previous ones, you are to use it for meditational purposes only. Undines 
are the elementals of Water, and you may find yourself becoming 
acquainted with their nature in your meditations. They, as are all the 
elementals, are of a cooperative character. Because the Cup is a 
receptacle, undines may be drawn to it. Use this as an opportunity to 
explore the nature of water and its movement. Elemental Water is critical 
in the image-making process, and you may wish to seek answers as to why 
this is so. Your meditations with the Water Cup will tend to be fruitful. Let 
your imagination guide you. 


To get a better sense of the Element of Water, take your Cup to a body of 
water, such as the ocean, a stream, lake, waterfall or fountain. If no such 
body is near you, then be creative - turn on the sprinkler, or go outside 
when it is raining. Sense water in all the ways you can. Feel it in the air, 
touch it or let it bathe your body. Fill your Cup with the water. Hold your 
Cup on high and acknowledge the necessity of the Element of Water. Tell 
the elementals that you are working in the Light, and that your focus at 
present is to honor Water in the name of ELOHIM TZABAOTH. At the 
conclusion of any meditation or time spent with your Cup, give thanks for 
what you have ‘received’ in your cup of life. 


Keep notes of your experiences with your Water Cup. Continue this 
practice throughout the Grade of 3=8. 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR CONSTRUCTION 


THE WATER CUP: 


A glass Cup or Silver Goblet of your choice may be adapted for this use. 
The bowl should be smooth and resemble the shape of the crocus flower. 
The bowl must show eight petals. The eight petals are to be colored bright 
true blue, with edging in a true orange. The colors must be clear and 
correct. The petals may be painted on the cup, or if you so choose, colored 
paper or other medium may be used, and pasted on the glass. You will be 
inscribing letters upon the petals in a later grade, so do not put a finishing 
coat upon it at this time. 
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
